For Recalling and Prohibiting Seamen from Serving of Foreign Princes 
and States.

, Dereas Me habe been Advertiſed that great Numbers of Ma⸗ 
ga riners and other Sca-taring Pen, being Hur Natural boꝛn 
Subjects, have betaken themſeives to the Service of Fozeign 
= Painces and States; Foz Bedꝛels thereof foꝛ the pꝛelent, and 
bdDieventing the like foz the future, Nie by this Pur Royal 
mais P2oclaimation (with the Advice of Our j3zivy Council) dg 
ſtricly Charge and Command all Maſters of Ships, Pilots, 
Pariners, Seamen, and other Sea-taring Men whatſoever, 
Xa and Whereloever (being Pur Natural bozn_ Subjects) who 
are in the Service of any Fozeign Peince oz State, 02 do Ser- 
| 1 D vice in any Fozeign Ships oz Ueſlels, that fo:thwith they 
6 nd every of them, do withdꝛaw themſelves and depart from 

fuch Foꝛeign Services, and return home to their Native Countreys; And further We do 
hereby ſtrictly Pzoljibit and Fozbid all Maſters of Ships, Pilots, Mariners, Seamen and 
other Sea-faring Men whatſoever (being Our Natural bozn Subjects) from Entrin 
themſelves, and do hereby ſtriuly Charge and Command them and every of them, fro 
hencefozth, to fozbear to Enter themſelves into Pay, oꝛ other wile betake themſelves to the 
Service of any Fozcign Pzinces oz States, oz to Serve in any Fozcign Ship oz Ueſlet, 
without Our ſpecial Licenſe firſt had and obtained in that behalf : To all which Me er- 
pect due Obedience and exact Confozmity, and do hereby Publiſh and Declare, That the 
Offenders to the contrary, ſhall not only incur Dur juſt Diſpleaſure, but ve pꝛoce ded 
againſt foz their Contempt acco2ding to the Utmoſt Severities of Lav. Aud kurther, 
We do hereby Authozize and Command all Our Officers and Miniſters, in Dur reſpective 
Poꝛts, and all Captains, Waſters, and other Officers Serving and Imploped in any of 
Our Ships oz Ueſſcls at Sea, to ſtop and make ſtay of all ſuch Perſon and Perſons as 
{hall endeavour to Tranſpoꝛt oꝛ Enter themſelves into the Service of any Fozeign Pꝛince 
92 State, contrary to the true intent and meaning of this Dur Royal Yzoclamation, and 
allo to ſeize upon, take and bzing away all ſuch Mariners, Seamen, and other Perſons 
afozeſaid, as ſhall be found to be Þmployed oz Serving in any Ships oz Ueilels belonging 
to any Fozeign Pꝛince 602 State, oꝛ to any Perchant oz other Perſon oz Perſons, being
